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REMARKS

invention and to correct certain typographical errors. Amendment of the claims should in no 
way be construed as an acquiescence to any of the rejections/objections in any previous Office 
Action; and the instant Amendment is presented solely to expedite prosecution of this patent 
application. The amendments made to the claims are not related to any issues of patentability- 
Applicants reserve the option to prosecute the same or similar claims as those originally filed in 
the instant application or one or more or subsequent applications. No new matter has been added 
by the present Amendment. 

Support for the claim amendments may be found throughout the specification and claims 
as originally filed. Particularly, support for new claims 45-48 may be found, e.g., in the 
specification as filed in the paragraph at p.4, 1.1 1 and claims 31 and 32 (relating to packaged 
pharmaceutical compositions), the paragraph at p.12, 1.24 (describing carrier molecules), 
claim 22 as filed (relating to various bacteria), and the paragraphs at p.16, 1.3 and p.16, 1.12 
(together reciting various heterocyclic groups). Support for the compounds recited in new 
claims 49, 55, and 64 may be found, e.g., in claims 16 and 34 as filed. Support for new 
claims 50-51 may be found, e.g., in the specification as filed in the paragraph at p.6, 1.8 (relating 
to methods of the invention), the paragraph at p.12, 1.24 (describing carrier molecules), the 
paragraph at p.9, L5 (relating to various bacteria), and the paragraphs at p. 16, 1,3 and p. 16, 1.12 
(together reciting various heterocyclic groups). Support for new claims 52-54 may be found, 
e.g. 9 in the specification as filed in the paragraph at p.9, 1,21 (relating to methods of modulating 
molecular interactions), as well as the paragraph at p. 12, 1.24 (describing carrier molecules), the 
paragraph at p.9, 1.5 (relating to various bacteria), and the paragraphs at p.16, 1.3 and p.16, 1.12 
(together reciting various heterocyclic groups). Support for new claim 56 may be found, e.g., in 
claim 25 as filed. Support for new claim 57 may be found, e.g., in claim 26 as filed. Support for 
new claims 58 and 59 may be found, e.g., in claims 43 and 44 as filed, as well as the paragraph ai 
p. 12, 1.24 (describing earner molecules) and the paragraphs at p.i6, 1.3 and p.16, 1.12 (together 
reciting various heterocyclic groups). Support for new claims 60-65 may be found, e.g.. in the 
last paragraph on the bottom of p,5 and Figures 15-28 illustrating the effect of compounds of the 
invention on the binding of various chemokines to a glycosaminoglycan. Support for new 
claims 66-67 may be found, e.g., in the specification as filed in the paragraph at p.9. 1. 14. No 
new matter has been added.
